ALBANY. N. T., Sept. 1.— An act of 


the last Legislature takes effect today 
which in decidedly against the practice 
of corrupting purchasing agents, whether 
they be the maid servants to whom the 
grocer gives a bonus In return for her 
mistress' trade, or the agent of a great 
commercial house, whose patronage may 
mean thousands of dollars a year to the 
manufacturer who gets it. 
This law makes 
it a 
misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of $1 Oto J50Q, or by 
a fine and a year's imprisonment, to give, 
offer or promise an agent, employe or 
servant any gift or gratuity whatever 
without the knowledge and consent of 
the principal, employer or master of such 
agent, employe or servant, with intent 
to influence his action in. relation to his 
employer's . business.

By the executive or- 
der last June, a board of consulting 
engineers was constituted, 
consisting 


of General George W. Davis, A. G. No- 
ble, "Wm B. Parsons, Wm. H. Burr, 
General Henry L. Abbot, Frederick P. 
Stearns, Joseph Ripley, Isham Ran- 
dolph, all American engineers; Henry 
Hunter, named by the British Govern- 
ment, Herr Eugene Tincauser, nomi- 
nated by the German Government; M. 
Guerard, nominated 
by the French 


Government, and J W. Welcker, nom- 
inated by the Government of the Neth- 
erlands. 
It is this board which

today at the offices of the 


Isthmian 
Canal 
Commission.

Shonts, who in a few words, expressed 
the belief that the President and Con- 
gress will follow their recommenda-

THE ENGINEERS. 


The board 
of consulting engineers

St Helena, August 18 and 19, most of 
the members present came from Napa 
Sonoma and Contra Costa counties Ihe 
members appointed a special committee 
to word the resolutions and they were

TO SAN FRANCISCO 


One of the Organizers of the Equit- 


able Life Wants the Guilty

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 1.—Thomas 


',F. Byan, who haa the reorganization 
of the Equitable Lite in his hands, was 
expected at the St. Francis this morn- 
ins, but he delayed starting from Port- 
laud and will not reach the city till 
this evening. Mr. Ryan is in his pri- 
vate car, the Pare Marquette, and with 
jiim is a group of New York capital- 
ists. His trip to the Pacific Slope is 
said to be purely on pleasure and the 
duration of his stay. In town Is not 
knowzu 


There are few who have so snddenly 


come before the public as Mr Ryan. 
Though he has been an enormously 
rich man for years, he never attracted 
much attention outside of New York. 
"When he undertook the reorganization 
of the Equitable he became a national 
figure in finance. 


He purchased for the sum of $2,500,- 


.000 the Interest of James Hazpn Hyde 
in the Equitable, and said that his sole 
purpose of doing so and undertaking 
the reorganization of the company was 
in the interest of the policy-holders. 


One of his first steps in the scheme 


of reorganization was to appoint Gro- 
ver Cleveland, 
James Westinghouse 


and Justice O'Brien of New York as 
trustees of the stock. He went still 
further, and took Paul Morton from 
the Cabinet and made him the chair- 
man of the board. 


Mr. Ryan is credited with being the 


. instigator in the matter 
of 
having 


an investigation of all insurance com- 
panies doing business in New York 
State, and believes the Federal Gov- 
ernment 
should regulate 
insurance 


companies, and he has repeatedly said 
that Mr. Morton will do all in his 
power to have the committee, which 
is appointed from the two Houses of 
the Legislature, have free access to all 
the avenues which will lead to infor- 
mation. 


Mr. Ryan was interviewed on his 


way to the city, when he said; 


PUNISH'THE GUILTY. 


"This is my eighth visit to tho PaciSc 


Coast. I am astonished at the progress 
o* the country since my last visit in 
1001. 
and the evidence of prosperity to 


be seen on all sides. 
"As to the Equitable Lire, ruy purchase 


of the control of the stock and inducing 
Mr. Morton to take the presidency was 
only a public duty which any number 
of other men would have readily per- 
formed had they been aware of the dis- 


sensions among the old officers and di- 
rectors. I happened, from my relations 
to some of the parties engaged in the 
conflict, to have a better view of the 
situation than some of the others. That 
was all. 
"There is not the slightest doubt as to

the regulations at present in force be- 
fore leaving for Washington. Secretary 
Metcalf, as head of the Department of 
Commerce ancT Labor, is the official chief 
of the Chinese and Immigration bureaus, 
and will take an important part in any 
legislation affecting the status of Chinese 
immigrants introduced at .the Doming 
session of Congress. 
An officer of the bureau said, after 
MetcaU's -.visit, that while he could not 
give out the instructions uttered by his 
chief, it was no secret that the views of 
the Secretary and the local officials aro 
in harmony with regard to the Chinese 
question. Ho said: 
"This bureau bas 
had 
considerable 
bammerine of late, botb from high gov- 
ernment officials and from the merchants 
of China who are engineering the boycott 
against American oroducts. The burden 
of the complaints is that incoming Chi- 
nese of the better classes are subjected 
to insults and in.1ry by us. 
"There is not a word of truth in these 
charges.

The highest flag- pole in the city has 


Been taken down and is now prone 


•'\ jpon the ground over which, for many 


fears, it held aloft-, upon national 'liol- 
iday, the stars and stripes. 


This staff was 150 feet in height and, 


for about fourteen years, it stood In 
!he school yard of the Church of the 
[mmaculate Conception and-around it 
the children of the parochial schools 
indulged in Kieir daily gambols. 


From the top of this staff, when a 


fiag was bent to the breeze, the sym- 
bol of national union and patriotism 
-ould be seen frora all, parts of the 
northwestern,, 
.western . and. south- 
ern sections of the city, and glimpses 
of it could also be had even on the 
hills of distant Piedmont, though it 
was hidden from East Oakland by 
the Church *-1 .ich intervened. 
Advancing' decay was the cause for 


the razing of the staff! The pole was

Dearly two feet an .diameter 
at the 
base. It was embedded in about eight 
feet in concrete 'in the ground and, 
when it was placed in position it was 
thought that-it might survive a gener- 
ation.

While it is believed that the base o' 
the pole in the concrete is still in a 
lound condition, there is a certainty 
that decay attacked 
the 
pole im- 


mediately -above the line of the con- 
srete surface. The erosion had girdled 
the timber to a. depth of about an 
Inch and there was no known means of 
wresting the deterioration. 
It was, 


therefore, of course only a question 
of time before the core ot the sturdy 
timber would be reached, but, long be- 
fore that time, the pole with its in- 
ireasing infirmity, would be a menacr. 
to the safety of property and life in 
that vicinity.

Plit a Stop to Vandalism. 


The vandals who have left their mark upon the marble walls 


and glass mosaics of the new Postoffice Building in San Francisco 
should be given short shrift if discovered by the Federal authori- 
ties. Within less than forty-eight hours after the formal opening 
of the building outrageous mutilations have been perpetrated upon 
the decorations in many places, and it will require no inconsiderable 
outlay to restore them to their original condition, if indeed this will 
be possible in every case. Men and women in whom the desire to 
destroy is so strong as to totally leave them without respect for 
either public or private property, are as great a menace to society 
as the ordinary type of criminal, and equally merit restraint of their 
liberty. 


It is an unpleasant truth that the spirit of vandalism is nowhere 


as much in evidence as in the United States. In Europe, where art 
is loved for art's sake, priceless treasures in the various museums 
and cathedrals are open to the inspection of countless throngs, to 
whom the slightest vandalism upon them would be no less than 
sacrilege. Buildings and contents are respected by moral as well 
as written law, and the few attendants who pace the floors of the 
British iluseum or the Louvre are superfluous so far the necessity 
of the exercise of their authority is concerned. 


It is a fact that the majority of vandals are of a class whose 


apparent education and breeding leaves them no excuse for their 
acts. Chief among them are tourists who do not hesitate to carve 
splinters from ebony, cut patches from silk and velvet, tear strips 
from the finest painted canvas or hew chips from marble statues in 
order to carry home a "souvenir." 
Their detection, and a close 


proximity to the brick walls and iron cecorations of a jail should be 
made to serve them as the most vivid and lasting recollection of 
their visit.

Meese, Baccus and Pcndleton were pres- 
ent. 


After a short consldot*ation ofathe sub- 


ject the matter was continued until nest 
Thursday, when it will come up before 
the committee of the whole of the Coun- 
cil, several of the Councilman, stating 
that they had not had time to give at- 
tention to tha measure and that It would 
be advisable to have the subject con- 
sidered by the whole Council and thus 
save a great deal of time. 


THE ORDINANCE. 


City Clerk Thompson read the applica- 


tion in question, that of William Thomas, 
for the prlvileg-e of maintaining poles, 
wires,- cables, underground conduits and 
other appliances for the purpose of trans- 
mitting- conversation by means of elec- 
tricity or otherwise in this city. 


He then read the ordinance proposed 


for passage granting the franchise, the 
features of which are as follows: 


The term of the franchise is to be fifty 


years from the date of the granting of 
the same. 


The system is to be operated under the

Within four months from, the date of 


the granting of the franchise work on 
the installation of the system shall be 
commenced. 


Within one year §250,000, within two 


years $550,000, and within throe years 
$550,000 are to be expended in this city 
in that work by the company. 


The work must be completed within 


three years after its commencement, un- 
der penalty of forfeiture of 
the fran- 


chise. 


FREE CITY 'PHONES. 


Within six months 
after the com- 


mencement of the operation of the sys- 
tem the company is to supply twenty-five 
telephones to Oakland and maintain them 
free of expense to the municipality. 


The company after five years is to 


pay the city annually 2. per cent of its 
annual gross receipts, an annual report 


>, of which by the officers of the company 


is £o be filed with the City Clerk. 


Within five days after the granting of 


the franchise the company is to file a 
bond In the sum of $100,000 that it will 
comply with the provisions of the fran- 
chise.

as 'compared with February, 190.4. \. 


"Our imports from China for the eight 


months ending February, for the years 
1903, 1904 and 1905, show a gradual de- 
cline. 
This Is probably on account of 


the unsettled state of affairs due to the 
war now being waged In the Orient. Our 
exports for the same period, however, 
though they were less in 1904 than in 
1903 
by about S4.000.000, show an increase 


of §16,000,000 In 1905 over 1903. 


"This indicates that the United States 


in reaching 'but for some of the volume 
of commerce offered to the world by the 
Orient, as shown in table No. 3. 


ORIENTAL NATIONS. 


"But what is most interesting to ue 


Is to know that , many of the .Oriental 
nations are, owing" to -their ntup'endoczs 
populations,-t;deftcit nations; "tha"t is;''their 
producing capacities are not equal to the 
home demand, except in certain products 
that are not necessities of life. 
The 


United 'States'is a s.ilrplus' nation, and It 
is a business proposition with us—it 
means commerce—to swell our surplus 
to a volume equal to the deficit or de- 
mand of our less fortunate neighbors 
across the sea. 
This means employment 


for our surplus laaor .and prosperity for 
tho commonwealth. 


"We want to 'get busy!' We want to 


keep our factories humming! • We want 
to keep our freight trains running! And 
we want to plow the* Pacific with the 
prows of" our own American 'bottoms' in 
commerce with Asia, for we should haye 
the same pride in the supremacy of our 
merchant marine engaged in the foreign 
carrying trade as we have for our in- 
vincible navy. 


"We want a market for our surplus 


productions, and in these modern times 
it is not feasible to do as the Phoeni- 
cians did, establish colonies in ^remote 
places, creating 
commercial conditions 


through the development of their nat- 
ural resources into a wealth that sus- 
tained the trade relation with the mother 
country. The thing to do now is to de- 
velop the natural weaU'< of some country 
with an enormous population, and with it 
build UD our commerce. 


"The wealth of China lies'^chiefry in 


Its production of silk and" tea. 
It --pro- 


duces half the raw silk of the world, and 
Its exports of 
= tea are equal to about half 


the value of its silk. The tea industry, 
however, has suffered in recent years, 
on account of the Increasing competition 
of Ceylon and India.

CHINA'S. WEALTH. 


"It Is 
evident, then, 
that China's 


wealth is not on the increase, but it has 
other vast resources, the development of 
which will make it one of : the richest 
countries of the world. 
The -mineral 


wealth of China has never been- exploited. 
Its mountains are undoubtedly rich in 
gold and silver. 
Coal fields exist 'that 


are known to be the most extensive In 
the world, yet England can .sell coal In 
China cheaper than the domestic coal 
can be bought. 
. 


"Why is this? 
"China Is in need of railroads to bring 


Its products to the seaboard, and for this 
reason has but few seaports of impor- 
tance, the principal of which are Hong- 
kong, Shanghai and Canton, Hongkong 
acting^ as a receiving-, distributing and 
forwarding station for the south of China, 
and Shanghai performing the same func- 
tions for East and North China. 


"The development which follows the 


construction of railroads may be seen by 
comparing China with Japan, which, on 
account of Its 3.000 miles of railroads, 
fine highways and postal , service, has, 
since 1899, opened twenty-two new ports 
to foreign commerce.

"It is obvious,' then, : that China Is 


handicapped In her commercial relations 
with the world through her lack of rail- 
roads, her present 
system of 
freight 


transportation "being 
by 
wheelbarrows 


trundled by men . over roads or paths 
that are In a primitive state of repair, 
and by an inefficient system of canals. 
BuUd railroads in China and there will 
be seaports on Its coasts and its com- 
mercial capacity will develop.

Philippine Islands 
proclaims .that the
